Still PPictures Are Important to Movies

HOLLYWOOD — The still camera 


iinally has come into its own, not 
only in newspaper work and the pic- 
ture magazines, but also in Holly- 
wood. 


For years movie companies have 


annually spent more than $1,000,000 
on photographs for publicity. At the 
same time, they long failed to real- 
ize the value of photographs for use 
in actual production planning. 


I am naturally prejudiced, but I pre- 


dict that portrait sittings will soon ri-
